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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Witli respect to applicants' argument that the 
claim limitations of iterating, continuously looping, and repeating have not been met by the cited prior art of record, examiner respectfully 
disagrees. The claims recite, "a... .cycle." AAPA recites, "a. ..cycle." The instant specification does not appear to discuss more than one 
cycle. For example, the instant specification does not define, "an iterating initialization cycle" as being more than one prior art 
initialization cycle. The claim language is not more specifically defined in the instant specification. One may call the initialization cycle 
cycle whatever one wishes, as applicants may be their own lexicographers, but it is still AN initialization CYCLE (singular). Even if, 
assuming arguendo, applicants could point to the specification to show more than one cycle initializing the device, merely repeating 
known functions is not patentable, see MPEP 2144.04(V)E and (\/l)B, e.g. IN addition, with respect to claim 1, e.g., applicants claim 
beginning and stopping an iterating initialization cycle - the claim does not actually require the same cycle to, in fact, repeat - the claim 
does not require it t stop after more than one cycle. As in the AAPA, it begins and stops after one cycle - the claim does not preclude 
such behavior. With respect to applicants' argument that the external command is not taught or suggested by the cited prior art of 
record, examiern respectfully disagrees. Even if, assuming arguendo, the simple expiration of time of initialization is considered, it would 
still require some sort of signal (command) to stop the initialization. For example, that could be a counter reaching a certain point to 
signal the completion of the initialization of the memory. Whatever way one might design the command, there must be some sort of 
command to end the initialization. 
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
